Equipment Does Net Lessen 
Danger From Accident 
1 When the steel passenger car was 
introduced, into American railway sys¬ 
tems. the immediate object was to 
diminish lots of life in collisions. The 
replacement of equipment will have 
cost the railwaye approximately $650,- 
000.000 end Incidentally has consider 
ably increased the coat of operation, 
as heavier locomotives are required to 
haul the trains. The president of the 
Chicago A Great Western Kail way 
•aye: 

"These heavier locomotives, with 
heavy steel equipment behind them, 
running at high speed. In case of acci¬ 
dent become more destructive thsn 
any of the trains In the days of the* 
wooden car; In fact, we bare records 
of the complete destruction of steel 
sleeping cart la rear-end collisions, 
and it would be Impossible to build a 
steel car that would resist the shock 
of s rear-end collision from a train 
running fifty or sixty miles an hour " 

Tbe submission of steel for wooden 
cars has also dealt a serious blow to 
the lumber industries of the Pacific 
North-west and has Increased the 
danger of forest fires. Car material 
provides a market for the commpn 
grades of lumber and the elimination 
of this market has meant a large pro¬ 
portion of waste left In the woods 
Waste left In the woods means In¬ 
creased forest fires ha-ard, and great¬ 
er difficulty In clearing land for agri¬ 
cultural development, so that in the 
opinion of the Pacific Coast lumber¬ 
man the coat to Uncle Sam has been 
much more that* 8960.floo.000 -indeed, 
It would be more IUt4 a billion ’dol¬ 
lars—all of which has ultimately to 
be paid by the public.

(Lord Haldane, in an Interview With 
the Chicago Chroniclo) 

If the allies win—If Germany, who 
has carried her military preparations 
to a pitch heretofore unknown, finds 
herself beaten -I do not imagine any 
nation in (he future will be likely to 
pin its faith to armaments. If Or- 
nan)^ armed as she wee armed, 
could wot win, how could any nation 
hope to win by means of arms? 1 am 
hopeful that the world, as a result of 
this war, will get rid of at least a part 
of the burden of armaments. 1 am 
hopeful thst civilisation is going to 
do something to defend Itself against 
war 

We now know that the effects of 
war cannot be localized. We know 
that two considerable powers cannot 
fight without Inflicting disturbance and 
loss on the whole world. Definite 
know ledge Is necessary to definite 
action. I believe that tbe world la 
going ao to organize Itself that no na¬ 
tion. out of ambition or fear, or be¬ 
cause of any other Influence or mo¬ 
tive, will be permitted to go to war. 
This means that differences somehow 
must be settled by arbitration If the 
world had been so organized last July. 
Germany could not have refused to 
accept our proposal for a peaceful 
settlement of the Issues at stake.

ing been reduced by 939.800 acres, 
the estimated aggregate of total fsil- 
ures through the wrlnter killing of fall 
wheat (211,500 acres), and also 
through drought affecting spring 
wheat (728,100 acres) Not only le 
the wheat area this ye«r. under double 
stimulus of patriotic Impulse and the 
high prices, twenty-five per cent, ta 
excess of last year’s harvested area, 
but It Is also the largest area ever 
sown to wheat In Canada.

Annual Weeds 

As to the duration our weeds may 
be grouped Into three classes—an¬ 
nuals, biennials and perennials. An- 
tural weeds occurring In the west are 
seeds and. die the same season that 
they begin their growth. They come 
up anew each year from seed. Some 
of the most common annual agricul- 
tuarl weeds occurring In the west are 
pigweeds, wild oats, ragweed*, goose- 
foot or lamb's quarters, shepherd's 
purse, foxtail grass, false flax, barn¬ 
yard grass, squirrel tall grass, sweet 
clover.y knot grass, witch grass. Rus¬ 
sian thistle, crab grass and sow 
thistle. 

The following suggestions are given 
for combating weeds of the annual 
clasa: In the case of a tilled crop and 
fallopr land cultivate thoroughly Just 
after the seed has germinated. On 
land badly Infexted with such weeds 
place a crop thst can be given clean 
tillage, euch as potatoes or beets Un¬ 
der no circumstances allow the plants 
to go to seed.

Industry in the sense that everybody 
has soiiifthlug to do. everybody is do 
ring something, aud that soiuiuhina 
noble, pure, unspotted of gain, and 
everybody I* finding that th# Joy of 
unselfish uolng Is. sweet and whole¬ 
some To put It In terms which the 
American frequenter of Paris will bet 
ter underetand. let us say that the 
smart, the flippant, the Irreverent, 
tho- Idle are no longer fashionable 

"Our feelings arc so deep that we 
can find no worda to express them,” 
said M. Bergson, the noted philosoph¬ 
er, the leader of the new school of 
French thought.

Also, the atmosphere of 
gloom la ao great Hist one newly or 1 
rived feel* tt Instantly and keenly, al- 1 
though (he sensation wears off after 
a week or two under the anesthetic of 
lime and custom. This feeling of de¬ 
pression which falls upon the visiting 
observer la deepened by ihe darkened 
streets at night; for while there in 
light enougli to make one's way about I 
the central and more frequented thor 
oughfare* yet the city as a whole is 
very sombre after sunset. An Afri¬ 
can thoroughly familiar with his Paris 
found great difficulty In making his 
way on foot from a residential guar 
ter to the hotel section.

Department of Agriculture laauea In¬ 
structions tor Dealing With In¬ 
fested Areas 

The following Important memoran¬ 
dum haa Icen issued by the authority 
of lion.

"The department of agriculture hits 
received numerous reports of serious 
Injury by cutworms from all parts of 
Panada In the prairie provinces par 
tlcdfarly large areas of crop land have 
become infested, and In nuuy places 
fields of grain have beeu almost total- 
ly destroyed. The Nor-west Firmer’ 
has advised the Dominion eutomolog- 
Ist that dcatrucilou by cutworms un¬ 
der Ibid conditions by Ul# M» «»f 
properly prepared poisoned bait Is 
practical and has (his year been dem¬ 
onstrated In dry areaa of Western 
Canada In 1914. bran. 20 pounds. 
Paris green. 1 pound; molasses. 2 
quarts, oranges or lemons. Hire" 
fruits, water in half gallons, stopped 
outbreaks of cutworms ugd«x field 
conditions Tills year, tn Hodtliern 
Alberta, the department has dKlsed 
and proved the value of a mfeiure of 
shorts, r»0 pounds; Paris /green. 1 
pound; molasses. 2 gallons, oranges, 
A fruit The shorts and Paris green 
are mixed thoroughly together, the 
juice of the oranges Is squeezed Into 
the molasses, and the pulp and skin 
chopped into fine bits, and then the 
liquid is pjurrd In. (’lean cultivation 
aud the doatrwtlon of weeds are es 
sential. Lands infested this year 
should be ploughed deeply in the earl/ 
feU. The chief Injurious specie* in 
Raskatchewan appear*, from speci¬ 
mens received, to be Ihe Nd 
cutworm; In aoutheru Alberta au 
army cutworm, not hitherto recorded, 
was the chief offender.”

Birds Help Man to Keep Inescte Un 1 
der Control 

The true lords of Ihe universe are 
the Insects, according to a zoological . 
article In ths Smithsonian annual re 
port, on lbs value of bird* to men. 
tn which the author, James Buckland 
of l.oudon mekea the statement (bit, 
although man Imagines himself the 
dominant power of the earth, lie Is 
nothing or the sort Although man 
has attained predominance over the 
fiercest and most powerful reptiles, 
he and hia work* would be of little 
avail before an attack of insects, 
which inc'uds a treater number ur 
species than all other living creatures 
combined. Hoftte :U)0,«00 spectra liav'e 
been described, while possibly twice 
that number *011 remain unknown. 

Ths author eaye that these hord.'s 
feed on nearly all living animals and : 
practically all plants, and multiply In¬ 
to prodigious numbers In an Inrrerl- 
ibly short time, romputatl >ns show 
that one species, developing thirtee i 
generations a year, would. If uncheck¬ 
ed to the twelfth generation, multiply 
to ten scxtilllons of Indivldjala, while 
a single pair of the well known gypsy 
moths. If unchecked, woul.! produce lu 
eight yrara.enotigh progeny to destroy 
all the foliage of the t'nltej States 
One pair of potato bugs, he stales, 
would devolop unchecked 60 , 0 (M). 00 o 
In a single season, at which rate of 
multiplication the potato plant would 
□ot long survive. 

According to Mr. Buckland's art 
Irle, Inserts are quite as astounding In 
their consuming qualities as In their 
rate of increase; a caterpillar cats 
twice its weight in leases n ‘day, and 
In proportion a horse would consume 
a ton of bay in twenty-four hours, t’er 
tain flesh-eallug larvae consume 200 
times their original weight In twen¬ 
ty-four hours: In this manner au In¬ 
fant would devour 1,500 pounds of 
meat during the first day of its Ilfs. 
It Is reported.by a specialist that the 
food taken by a silkworm In Afty-slx 
days equals gfl.iJW times Us original 
weight 

Through a predominating insect 
diet, and ou at-coam of exceedingly 
rapid digestion, the birds become the 
most Indispensable balancing force of 
nature; without their assistance turn 
with Ids pohons, the weather, and 
animals, as well as th® parasitic pre' 
daclous insect*, would be helpleas 
The author then slatej how the bird 
Is a benefit to man tn a groat number 
of ways. In checking insect in.aslons. 
In preserving forests and orchards, 
their sen Ice In tho meadows and gar 
dens, Hielr value in protecting live 
stock, and their uaefulenss in the pre 
servatlon of health and elimination of 
dlseaae. 

Instances of the birds' service to 
man Include ihe introduction of the 
English sparrow into New Zealand, 
with the remitting etlminatlir. of the 
Ihistlo and the caterpillar, which were 
ruining the land and cro^a. and the 
saving of Australian agriculture from 
Ihe grassh ippers by the straw necked 
Ibis, In Individual craws uf which an 
average or 2.400 grasshoppers was 
found. The story of Frederick the 
Great, wherein he is alleged to have 
ordered all amall birds killed because 
the sparrow* had pecked at some of 
bln cherrU-a, and the resulting lark of 
fruit but a fine crop of caterpillars 
two yeara later, gives g graphic lea 
son. 

Tha "Scalp Act” of Pennsylvania, 
which paid In bounties tfiO.OOO for the 
exVrmlnslion of haw k* and owls, loat 
for the slate $3,950,000 In damage to 
agriculture due to the Increase of 
•mall rodents which resulted. When 
Montana waa free from Itawka and 
owls It became so overrun with de¬ 
structive rodents that the legislature 
offered rewards for them—a task 
which the banished hawks and owls 
had performed free of charge During

From lime to time the city 
paper* who have been advocating 
the cause of prohibition, have not 
been alow in bringing to the public 
notice all the matter bearing on 
the manner in which the liquor 
men were going to win the election 
by fair or false mean*. 

However this may have been in 
any other place, and particularly 
in the cities, it is certainly the 
duty of the dry* in Vnlcan to say 
that here the liquor men put up a 
good square fight from every stand¬ 
point From the ontact repre¬ 
sentatives of both sides recognised 
the rights of the other to do all in 
their power to carry the election 
for their side if possible, and no 
voter arriving at the poll was un¬ 
duly influenced to cast his vote in 
any particular direction. 

At the close of the poll, when 
results were the only thing worth 
waiting for, men on both sides 
gathered together and discussed 
the probable outcome in a manner 
that would have done credit to the 
rival captains of football teams. 
Not once, during the whole of the 
dav, was there any evidence that 
any undue advantage* were being 
taken, and neither politicians or 
prohibitionists conld wish for a 
better or cleaner fight than was 
pnt up by the prohibition oppon¬ 
ents on Wednesday last.

The higher education afforded 
by the consolidated school is ip 
itself an asset that is worth having 
in any district when taken in re¬ 
gard to the possible settlers that 
will favor such a district, but apart 
from that it is a fine thing for our¬ 
selves and ours, and we hope that 
the idea will be gone into serious-' 
ly by those who will bold the re¬ 
sponsibility of having such a school I 
in the district.

The meeting that decided to 
form a patriotic society in Vnlcan 
and become part of the Overseas 
Clnb, which has branches in all 
parta of the British Empire, ia one 
of the most important that has ever 
been held in town. It is the be- 
gii B'ug of the consolidation of 
loyalty in the district, and is bound 
to have a great influence. 

Heretofore patriotic efforts in 
th: town hive been of s spasmodic 
nature. Various funds have been 
started with the object of raising 
money lor patriotic purposes, but 
as soon as the object was achieved, 
further action has never been 
taken. Splendid efforts on behalf 
of the Red Cross were carried out 
by the Womens Iustitute on July 
1st when over $100 was collected. 
Since then a machine gun fund 
has been opened and although it is 
a voung fund it has done much in 
the way of getting money for a 
1 good cause. But these efforts, ad¬ 
mirable as they were, fall to pieces 
as soon as their object is attained, 
and it was thought, that some¬ 
thing ought to be done to bring 
the loyal spirit of the town and 
district into a consolidated body 
which would be available for var¬ 
ious patriotic purposes and at the 
same time be a social centre of 
membership. 

At the present time the Empire

The 
t*ades Union representatives have 
rhgaged 180 Iowa balls as reeroil 
ing offices and the assistance ol 
everyone baa been invited There 
will be no age limit to tbe men 
enrolled. They will not wear uni¬ 
forms but will have to give their 
fell time to the work and they 
will receive a oe'tifica'e attesting 
that they are working for their 
king and oonntry 

Tbe monitions bill makes s'rikes 
and look oota illegal; provides for 
oompnlsory arbitration; limits tbe 
profits of employtrs; creates a vol 
notary army of workmen pledged 
to do whatever they are required 
and contains other provisions 
which will give the miuisler foil 
powers to carry oot tbe plana he 
has devised to develope tbe pro¬ 
duction of monitiooe. 


A meeting of tbe ratepayers of 
Vulcan and district was held at the 
Masonic hall on Friday afternoon 
to consider the pros and cons of 
having a consolidated school in the 
d.strict. Owing to tbe short no¬ 
tice given, the meeting was smaller 
than it otherwise would have been. 
As it was, there was a fair atten¬ 
dance. and school trustees from dif- 
fcient parts of tbe district round 
Vulcan were present. 

The meeting was addressed by 
Mr. James McCaig. M. A., L. L 
D.. of the Departmedt of Educa¬ 
tion, Edmonton, who placed tbe 
matter before them in a very force¬ 
ful and sympathetic manner. Mr. 
McCaig went into a number of tbe 
phases of tbe question, taking it 
from the standpoint of the districts 
in regard to expense, the workabil¬ 
ity of the idea, and the idea of a 
good and sufficient education for 
the boys and girls in tbe country, 
which is really tbe most important 
viewpoint of any. Tbe speaker 
held the interest of the audience 
from start to finish and tbe im¬ 
pression be created was that the 
consolidated school idea is the best 
all around. Following tbe main 
address tbe speaker asked tbe meet¬ 
ing to consider tbe question of tbe 
workability of tbe idea, and al¬ 
though, as be said, it was impossi¬ 
ble for him to go into tbe question 
of expense, transportation, etc., be 
laid ont the grounds for a future 
discussion. Questions regarding 
the consolidation idea were pot by 
various persons who were present. 
Although nothing conld be decided 
them and then, tbe many points 
raised will be of profit later when 
tbe matter is gone into more folly. 
Mr. McCaig suggested that tbe 
trustees of the various districts 
around should consider tbe matter 
among themselves sod then, at a 
latter daie, call a general meeting 
at whicb all should be present aod 
exchange views.

The United States note to Ger¬ 
many on the question of submarine 
warfare was presorted to tbe Berlin 
authorities on Friday July 23rd by 
Ambassador Gerard. It lays 
down, as first principle, that tbe 
United States will regard as de¬ 
liberately unfriendly any repetition 
by tbe commanders of German 
naval vessels of acts in contra¬ 
vention of American rights. 

Tbe United Stales also *s- 
nnotinces that it will continue to 
contend for the freedom of the seas 
"from whatever quarter violated, 
without compromise and at any 
cost." 

Tbe note proceeds; "Illegal and 
inhuman sets, however justifiable 
they may be, though against sn 
enemy who is beleived to have 
acted in contravention of law and 
humanity, ore manifestly indefen¬ 
sible when they deprive neutrals of 
tbeir acknowledged rights, par¬ 
ticularly when they violate the 
the right of life itself." The note 
points out that tbe events of tbe 
past two months indicate that it is 
possible to conduct submarine o- 
perstions within the recognized 
rights of warfare. 

In diplomatic circles tbe commun¬ 
ication was received as the 
strongest and most emphatic pro¬ 
nouncement that has come from 
tbe Washington Government since 
tbe beginning of its correspondence 
with ibe belligerents of Ftl-ope,

scribed by this act, notwithstanding I 
auch sale, barter or traffic, having, j 
keeping, or giving Jo made by some » 
other person who cannot be proved to 
have so acted on, under or by. the di¬ 
rections of such occupant, snd proof 
of tha fact of auch sale, barter or 
traffic, having, keeping or giving, or

Fertilizer Is Made Available by Thor¬ 
ough Tillage 

We easily confuse wnat is good for 
a soli end what Is good for the crop 
Fertility Is msvle available by thor 
ough tillage The airing and the 
mixing aud the grinding of soil par¬ 
ticles by means of Ullage prepare 
some part of the strength of the soli 
for immediate use by plants. An In 
crease In available fertility results 
from tillage up to t. certain point. On 
the other hand, a plan may demand 
surh physical condition In the soil 
that tillage, as usuaHy given, docs 
more harm than good, says Alva Agee 
writing ror tbe National Stockman! 

We do not want a loose seed bed for 
gras*, and we cannot afford to have It 
for small seeds of most plants when 
they are starting life. It la more im 
portant that the ground he reasonably 
firm when grass is seeded than it Is 
that the ground should have had Its 
fertility somewhat Increased by plow 
log and harrowing. 

If the ground can hare enough till¬ 
age to restore it to something near its 
original firmness before plowing there 
la a gain In fertility and at the same 
time favorable physical conditions for 
the plant* are restored. If the tillage 
Isu l sufficient to put the ground back 
Into a firm condition, or If Hie pre¬ 
paration is not st a time or tbe year 
when heavy rains will firm It, tl\c 
grasses that grow la the new seed 
bed will suffer more from the tillage 
that was given than they will gain 
from It We emphasize tbe point that 
timothy, blucgrass and most other 
grasses demand a firm soil, and that 
la an essential consideration unless 
the ground Is so rich In organic mat¬ 
ter That water will be held through¬ 
out the season even when the soil Is 
naturally somew’iat loose
